OPENS WITH 
FULL ROLLS 


(tegular sessions begu n Monday 
morning both at the Sierra Madre pub¬ 
lic school anil at the Pasadena high 
school. From both places eonie re¬ 
ports that presage a good year's work, 
with greatly Increased atendunce. 

Principal Maltbie reisirts 162 pupils 
enrolled at the Sierra Madre school, a 
considerable Increase over last year. 
Pupils are entering into their work in 
good spirit and he is convinced that 
the school trustees made a wise selec¬ 
tion in choosing the fuculty for the 
year. Miss Bertha Carson has charge 
of the seventh and eighth grades, with 
special work in singing. Miss Blanche 
Untidy has the fifth and* sixth grades 
and sewing. Miss Minnie Gardner has 
the third and fourth grades, folk slic¬ 
ing. and manual training in the lower 
grades. Miss Matilda Thompson has 
the tlrst and second grades and draw¬ 
ing. The upper grade sloyd work and 
the school garden are in charge of 
Principal Maltbie. 

At the new Pasadena high school all 
was in readiness for work, in spite of 
tiie fact that the whole plant was new 
from Top to bottom. A total enroll¬ 
ment of more than liliKI is reported on 
tin- first day, an increase of about 306. 
Sierra .Madre sends more high school 
pupils than ever before, the morning 
and afternoon delegations making 
about a ear load. II is expected the 
enrollment will pass the 1500 mark 
within a week. 

Opening of tin- new high school 
buildings mi time Is regarded as a re¬ 
markable achievement. The unusual 
element lies in the fact that* notwith¬ 
standing it was the lirst lime school 
ever had been held ill tile buildings, it 
was ttic largest enrollment in Pasa¬ 
dena's history, and the class schedules 
•-hud undergone a complete change since 
last spring, everything, down to the 
smallest detail, was ready, and prompt¬ 
ly at 8:So o'clock tile pupils were in 
their places. Within a very few min¬ 
utes all tiie machinery of the high 
school was in motion and running as 
smoothly as if it were the middle of 
l lie term Instead of the beginning. 

Kven in a building that has been in 
use for years, and where there Is no 
increase in attendance or changes In 
class schedules, it is seldom that all 
wheels of the educational system are 
adjusted and running properly under 
one or two weeks. It Is regarded as 
an achievement everywhere when this 
desirable end Is accomplished on the 
opening day. When it is achieved un¬ 
iter conditions attending upon the op¬ 
ening of a set of new buildings, as was 
(tie case here today, the result is con¬ 
sidered all the more remarkable. 

Kven the eafeteria was in full oper¬ 
ation. Kvery classroom in the different 
buildings was in use. The only excep¬ 
tions were the open-air classrooms on

est and sincere in their work and to 
give everybody a fair and square deal, 
from principal and teacher* to their 
fellow-students.

One copy of the petition is in 
the hands of A. S. Mead and may be 
signed at his office at any time. An¬ 
other copy is in the hands of F. D. R. 
Moote who is secretary of the Church 
Federation of Los Angeles, which body 
took up the anti-fight agitation and 
put the present movement under way. 

Owing to the limited time permitted 
by law for the circulation of such pe¬ 
titions it behooves all those who want 
to see prize fighting abolished in Cali¬ 
fornia to get their name* on the peti¬ 
tion immediately. It is planned to get 
a vastly larger number of signers than 
is required by law to put the pro¬ 
posed law on the ballot. The move¬ 
ment is state wide and the petitions 
are being circulated everywhere. 

There seems to he doubt in the 
minds of only a very few' people that 
the proposed law will be adopted by 
an overwhelming vote. The prize fight 
promoters have overplayed their hand 
and the great mass of people are con¬ 
vinced that they have not acted in 
good faith in pretending to obey the 
present law which is so loosely framed 
as to virtually legalize the fight game 
with all its evils in any community 
that will tolerate it. As drawn up aft¬ 
er careful consideration by attorneys 
and by men interested in clean sports, 
the law will permit bona fide amateur 
boxing but effectually prohibits profes¬ 
sional boxing exhibitions or lights. 

Although the anti-prize tight peti¬ 
tions are arriving at the headquarters 
of the church federation in large 
numbers, many mistakes have been 
made by those circulating them and 
bv the signers, and the federation has 
issued the following pertinent ' don'ts* 
to the public concerning the work of 
the campaign: 

“Don’t circulate petitions if you are 
not a registered voter.

A 
further step contemplates posting ad¬ 
vertising signs on bulletin boards w her¬ 
ever employes congregate. They will 
• be short and snappy, worded with a 
view to keep everyone thinking along 
lines of safety. 

On all divisions, photographs anil 
lantern slides are being prepared to re¬ 
produce in a realistic manner actual 
conditions that result in accidents. 
They will he explained by trained lec- 
tuprers who accompany the examina¬ 
tion car. 

The Southern Pacific company has 
been forunate in not having killed a 
passenger on any of its passenger 
trains for the last five years. It now 
wants to educate the men to take more 
care <»f themselves. President Jfproule 
is devoting much of his personal at- 
tention to this campaign. As he says. 
“Human life and limb are the dearest 
tilings we have, and this most cer¬ 
tainly applies to employes as well as 
to the patrons in our charge.

WAGES OF MEN WHO PROTECT 
THE FORESTS 

Municipal News: During a twelve 
day tramp through the wooded moun¬ 
tain regions close to I,os Angeles, cov¬ 
ering over ninety miles. I hud my eyes 
opened to the poor wages that are paid 
to the men who protect our forests. 
And really, if we have our mountains 
and foothills razed clean of hush and 
tree by fires, is it any wonder when we 
consider the wages that are paid to the 
forest rangers and those who assist, 
either voluntarily or by compulsion, 
when there is a conflagration" 

b or miles from civilization, in a 
lonely spot, one finds a ranger's cabin. 
It is a crude log cabin affair, as a rule, 
t place just large enough for a single 
man to “batch." Uncle Sam does not 
seem to expect tile forest ranger to its 
a man of family, judging by the home 
space and comforts provided, one can¬ 
not blame women if they shrink from 
following their husliands into such 
dreary, eheerless abodes to live there 
year in and year out. So the family is 
either se parated, the man on duty vis¬ 
iting his home only once in a while, 
or it is a young and single man who 
holds the job. and he soon becomes 
weary of the loneliness attached to 
his surroundings. 

A ranger gets a salary of from $600 
to *1000 a year, and out of* that must 
provide horses and everything else ex¬ 
cept the house. It is a hard life on 
. horses and there is the added danger 
from mountain lions, accidents of the 
trail, etc. 

Next to the ranger is the man who 
lights the fires if a conflagration | 
sweeps over the canyons and moun¬ 
tains. like those back of Pasadena. 
What dc.es lie get for his hard and ex¬ 
hausting work" Thirty cents an hour 
Is it any wonder that men must ice 
forced and driven into service to tight 
a forest fire'.' Somehow, it seems that 
Uivle Sam could do nothing better 
than to station the soldiers throughout 
the forests to protect them. 

it is wonderfully fine to have such 
large and beautiful forest reservations 
as ve have so near our city. Compara¬ 
tively few of our citizens have us yet 
wandered under those big and stately I 
pine*, lies and cedars in the higher 
mountains back of the foothills. Those 
who have been there and recognized 
the vain, of those timl»er reservations ; 
to the pleasure, comfort, and climatic 
needs of our densely populated plains j 
should come forth and do what they 
can for the better payment and com¬ 
fort of the men who protect the for¬ 
ests. 


and figures to show why the company 
cannot do business profitably at a 
lower figure. 

The action was taken after an in¬ 
vestigation by Trustee Greaves which 
he said revealed the fact that the 
company was charging more than oth¬ 
er nearby concerns. The rates charged 
by the small suburban companies are 
so high compared to the 70-cent rate 
charged by tiie big I.os Angeles com¬ 
panies that the small towns are con¬ 
stantly held up to unfavorable com¬ 
parison as a result. 

That the Monrivia trustees did not 
choose to take arbitrary action in at¬ 
tempting to force a lower rate was 
probably due to remembrance of what 
happened when the city of Orange at¬ 
tempted to regulate rates. The rate 
lead beet: *1.23 per thousand feel. The 
city passed an ordinance ordering dol¬ 
lar gas ami the company offered to 
compromise at $1.15. the offer was 
turned down and the company ap¬ 
pealed to the railroad commission. Aft¬ 
er investigation of tile situation that 
body decided the company was en¬ 
titled to $1.35 as fair remuneration. 
The company refrained from taking 
advantage of this finding hut let the 
Orange people off by re-establishing 
the old rate of $1.23. 

Sierra Madre is interested in the ac¬ 
tion of the Monrovia trustees by rea¬ 
son of tile fact that Sierra Madre is 
in the Monrovia district of the South¬ 
ern Counties Company and is served 
by tile plant at Monrovia, being given 
the same rate as that city. Orange is 
in tile Santa Ana district and is served 
i>y the Santa Ana plant so rates which 
would be applicable there would not 
necessarily be equitable here. And while 
local consumers yvouid welcome any 
/reduction in gas rates they would 
hardly look with enhtusiasm upon the 
orange brand of reduction which re¬ 
sults in an increase.

SWEET POTATO HARVEST.

Brief Items of Interest 


(tow to Care Successfully For Thlo 
Valuable Crop. 

Tbe sweet potato harvest begin* 
about the middle of August. The main 
crop should not be dug until just be¬ 
fore frost. In localities where frosts 
do not occur uutll late the sweet pota¬ 
toes ripen and the vines show a slight 
tinge of yellow when ready for han¬ 
dling. 

The soil should be comparatively dry 
at the time of harvesting. Bright, dry¬ 
ing weather Is essential to the proper 
handling of the crops. While sunlight 
does not easily Injure the sweet potato, 
at the same time It must not be un¬ 
duly exposed to hot suns. Neither 
should they lie exposed upon the sur¬ 
face of the ground during the night 
During the handling in the field It 
should be the purpose to remove all 
soil and surface moisture from the po¬ 
tatoes. 

Warmth und a dry atmosphere are 
needed while In storage. The home 
supply may be placed In crates and 
stored In a loft over the kitchen part 
of the dwelling, but should never be 
stored In bags or barrels without ven¬ 
tilation. 

Sweet potatoes should not be han¬ 
dled oftener than is strictly necessary, 
the essentials to good keeping being a 
reasonable degree of warmth, a dry 
atmosphere aud careful handling. 

The storage house should be venti¬ 
lated during the winter months, the 
outside nlr admitted only when quite 
dry and when Its temperature Is lower 
than that of the air In the storage 
house. If warm, moist air Is admitted 
considerable moisture will be deposit¬ 
ed upon the potatoes, thus Injuring 
their keeping qualities. 

Under proper storage conditions 
sweet potatoes will shrink from 6 to 10 
per cent, but the loss In weight will be 
greater If the temperature of the house 
Is carried too high If the potatoes are 
not matured when dug from the field 
the loss from shrinkage may be as 
much as 15 per cent, and Immature 
stock should be marketed early In the 
winter.

Several Ways to Distinguish Qenuins 
From Imitation Stone*. 

How to tell reul front false diumouds 
is briefly explained by a contributor to 
a Vienna journal, the Wushlugtou Post 
observes. In the first pluce. he says, 
real brilliuuts may be recognized by 
their great hardness uud high refruc- 
tlve Index, which are uot found togetb 
er lu auy Imitation stone. The dia 
rnond stays brilliant because it Is bard, 
while other stoues and Imitations be 
come scratched uud dulled by friction 

For an experienced eye it Is not dlffl 
cult to decide from tbe uppearance of 
the facets whether a stoue is genuine 
or not. for those of real diamonds are 
seldom so regular as those of fine im¬ 
itations. With the latter the greatest 
care is taken in grinding to smooth 
and polish not only tbe facets, but also 
tbe whole form Into such a shape as to 
avoid differences In the reflection, re¬ 
fraction aud scattering of the rays. 

In tbe grinding aud polishing of real 
brilliants, on the other hand, efTort is 
made to keep the original size as near¬ 
ly as possible, and some little irregu¬ 
larities in the facets aud angles are 
preferred to any diminution in weight 
in tbe imitations tbe superfluity of 
cheap material, which may be wasted 
without making any difference, enables 
a perfect counterfeit to be made. 

If a person looks through a diamond, 
as through u bit of glass, at a black 
dot on a sheet of white paper one slu- 
gle point will be seen clearly. If sev¬ 
eral points appear or a blur is seen It 
is an imitation. 

The white sapphire, the white topaz 
and rock crystal are commonly sold as 
diamonds, but more often imltatlous 
are made of glass To recognize these 
glass imitations treatment with acids 
is also recommended, which removes 
tbe polish on the facets, while It does 
not afTect the diamond, ruby, sapphire 
or emerald. However, an Imitation 
made of glass yields to the hardness 
test, so that a chemical test is super 
fluous.

William Kent, representing not only 
California hut many others in the 
lfouse of Representatiyes, has intro¬ 
duced a Joint resolution for the ap¬ 
pointment of a commission to inves- 
tigate and report a plan for creating a 
goyerntnent monoply for the manufac¬ 
ture and control of explosives. The 
Joint resolution sets forth that: 

There exists an international trust 
in the manufacture of explosives, and 
under the agreements of this trust 
foreign manufacturers have bound 
themselves not to sell powder in the 
United States, even to the United 
government, in order that the Interests 
of the American Powder Company may 
be protected from foreign eompeti- 
I tion. 

Also, (hat the prices charged by the 
American trust for explosives used by 
the army and navy are extortionate 
and unreasonable, while the manufac¬ 
ture of explosives for the government 
Is unduly expensive by the lack of 
continuity of manufacture: and that 
economical and practical manufacture 
require the continuing operation of*the 
mills and the continuing employment 
of a skilled force which In time of 
peace can only be accomplished by 
supplying explosives for other than 
military purposes. 

Moreover, the inventions of Ameri¬ 
can officers are not retained as secret 
processes for the benefit of the Apier- 
iean government, but have been freely 
given to the Powder Trust, which is at 
liberty to sell to foreign governments 
that may be at war with os' the work 
of our own inventors and army offi¬ 
cers; and It is practically impossible 
to restrain the International trade in 
munitions id' war, even though our 
government may attempt to do so in 
the Interests of peace.

In support of his resolution, Mr Kent 
says, in a letter to the members of 
congress, that it is a matter of com¬ 
mon knowledge, and has been fully 
demonstrated, that those interested in 
the manufacture of war materials have 
been potent factors in the promotion 
of war-srares and of war. He says 
further: 

"In the villainous business of war, 
the question of dividends to individuals 
or corporations should never he per¬ 
mitted to enter. 

It is my belief that the greatest step 
toward international peace will he tak¬ 
en when private interests no longer 
can he heard in international ques¬ 
tions; and. without any doubt, or 
shadow of doubt, those private individ¬ 
uals and corporations interested In 
making profit from the waste, the 
wreckage and the cruelty of war, 
should be deterred by Federal regula¬ 
tion from prosecuting their trade."
